WDFW Operating Budget 

2013-15 
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 Budget Control Act (BCA) 2011 
› Set discretionary spending limits thru 2021 

 American Taxpayer Relief Act (2012) 
› Amended BCA levels for 2012 and 2013 

› Federal Fiscal Year (FFY) 2013  
 Continuing Resolution + Sequester Cuts  

 Bipartisan Budget Act 2013 
› Set discretionary spending limits for 2014 and 

2015 
 FFY 2014 - Reduce BCA cuts by ½ 

 FFY 2015 – Reduce BCA cuts by ¼  

› Extends Sequester Cuts to 2023
